THE SILVER ISSUE. 



Plans of tho German Promoters of a 
New International Monetary 
Couvention. 



The India Mints Will Probably Be 
Eeopeiieil Sooner or 
Later. 



London, Jan. '22, — Tho oorreapondent of 
tlie Standard at Berlin[8aya : ThoBO persons 
interested in promoting a now niocotary 
oonfcrenoe have prepared a plan for Bubmia- 
sion to the govornmenta moat closely con- 
cerned with the ailver iiueation. Tho plan 
will propose that tlio United States, France, 
England and Germany form a monetary 
union upon tho following basis ; Tho United 
States to buy and use for currency purposes 
§10,000,000 iu ailvor yoorly, and Franco, 
representing tho Latin union, to purchase 
20,000,000 franca' worth; KoKlund and 
Germany to withdraw all gold coinage 
and paper money under tho value 
of £1 sterling and buy £750,000 
worth of silver yearly in the meantime, and 
iaaue notes under £1 in value against the 
full amount of the deposit of silver coinage ; 
India to resume unlimited coinage of silver ; 
the price of silver to be fixed by the 
countriua mention at, several of the peraona 
intercated Bay, Id per Ounoe above tho 
Indian rupee price, and this to be the prico 
and to bo altered only at the beginning of 
each year. If tho average London price of 
silver should fall at any time 10 per cent 
below tho convention price tho niombera of 
tho union to havo tho option to withdraw 
and disBoivo tho union. This plan is to bo 
accompanied by a long series of remarks 
and commonta, wliich will inohide a docu- 
ment attempting to prove the acceptance of 
the proposed regulations by England and 
(Germany aa perfectly compatible with their 
maintaining a gold standard and attempt- 
ing to justify a convention price of ailver by 
tho noccBsity of olToring owners of silver 
mines profits aufBciont to induce them to 
form a trust and limit tho output. 

Calodtta, Jan. 22. — Tho Englishman 
newspaper aays of the India council's dt- 
ciaion to soli bills below tho former mini- 
mum of 15 J pcuoc: "It was un (Cjual aur- 
prlsB to tho Indian government and tho 
publio. Tho former should make a clean 
breast of its share in tho matter. Such a 
change at the opening of the export season 
is aatoundiag. It is confidently asserted 
that bills have been taken up within a fort- 
night. " 

Tho India Diiily News says: "It was 
generally expected that tho limit would 
shortly be abandoned, but the vagaeness 
of the news statement is likely to demor- 
alize the market and frustrate the inten- 
tion of the measure." 

The Caloutta Statesman summarizes Lord 
Lansd^^^eV career as viceroy as a failure 
and denonnbes his uniformly iini^mpathetio 
attitude toward the natives. It declares 
that Lansdowne has been a mere ° month- 
piece of tlie oivil service. 

LoMOON, Jan. 22.— The Calcutta corre- 
spondent of the Times says : " The belief 
is becoming^ general that the Government 
should absolutely prohibit the importation 
of ailver bullion on private account." 

The Times says editorially : " We do 
not suppose that all hope of making their 
policy successful has been abandoned by 
those who initiated it, but their wholo 
scheme ia apparently doomed. It is more 
than likely that tho mints will be reopened 
sooner or later. India probably will main- 
tain its present attitude a while longer, but 
the beat judges are of tho opinion that it 
will fail," 



THE WILCOX MUKDER. 

llyBterious Dlsftiipparancn of the PrlncipAi 
Witucsa in tlio Case. 

Seattle, Jan. 22, — Herman Hafer, tho 
principal witness for tho State in tho Wil- 
cox murder trial, has myatoriously disap- 
peared. Aa will bo remembered, Hafer is 
the drug clerk who testified to having sold 
tho peculiar shaped bottlo, containing 
chloroform, to a Tacoma barber, the tou- 
sorial arti.it testifying that he in turn gave 
tho ohlorotorm to Wilcox. Hafer's resi- 
donce ia in Tacoma, but ho left that city 
about ten days ago, saying be was going to 
look for employment elsewhere. Since 
then he has not been seen or heard from by 
his friends. He is supposed to have gone 
to British Columbia. Detective Gudihce 
has been absent from the city three or four 
days searching for Hafer, but had obtained 
no detioite clue of the fugitive witness up to 
l&st night. When last heard from Cudiheo 
was at Viotoria. The disappearance of 
Hafer at this particular time is creating 
iiioro or less unfavorable comment upon 
tttat gentleman's actions in the premises. 

RELICS OF ROYALTY. 

The nawalliin Provlsloiml Government's Con. 
trlbutlon to tho JUdwliiter Fair. 

San FuANClscb, Jan. 22. — Among tho 
Hawaiiau exhibits at the Midwinter Fair, 
loaned by tho Provisional Government, will 
bo tho royal throne of Hawaii and other 
appurtenances of tlio ox inouurchioal trap- 
pings of thut island kingdom, Tho furniati- 
inga of the royal bod cliambor, tho uniforms 
formerly worn liy King Kalakaua, and other 
articles that adorned tho royal palace will 
ttlao bo exhibited. The Hawaiian throno 
conaiata of a pair of chairs resembling old- 
fashioned pulpit chairs, which arc covered 
with gold and upholstered In red satin and 
plush. As an article of furniture they are 
uncomfortable, but they maUe up in glitter 
and show what they lack othorwiao. Tho 
chaira are accompanied by Ihe rug on which 
they rested in the throne room in the 
Hawaiian palace, and the royal standards, 
whioh are made of rare feathers.

Vancodvkh, Jan. 2,'(, — (Special. ) —The 
ministers of Vancouver are preaching against 
the P, P. A. Mr. McLaren says a man's 
country Is above his creed. Mr. Duff said 
the initials of the P. P. A. should be 
changed to D. D, A. (Devil's Destruotive 
association.) 

The people of Vancouver are not very re- 
aponsivo to tho appeal made to them to help 
the poor. In one fashionable church last 
Sunday the minister said, I want as muiy as 
can to remain after church to consider how 
we may aid the poor of this olty. It was 
computed that there wore 800 in the congre- 
gation, but only eighteen remained to de- 
termine how they might help the poor, and 
seven hundred and eighty.two went homo. 

Miss Brown, who is devoting her life, 
though poor herself, to ameliorating the 
sufTering of the sick or destitute, has been 
interviewed by your correspondent. Miss 
Brown says there ia great distress among a 
roapectablo class in Vancouver. A number 
of young men who are out of work arc liv- 
ing on bread and v/ator. Often when poor 
people hear of a case of poverty they como 
to her with a trifle of money or something 
to eat and aak her to distribute it. Pro- 
portionately tho poor give a hundred times 
more than tho rich. Two aad caaca came to 
Miss Brown's notice yoaterday. Two little 
chiU'lron were bogging flcrapa at a restaurant. 
Their father ia in tho hoepital at Westmin- 
ster, an incurable, and their mother waa at 
homo, dying with conaumption. Tho child- 
ren are being looked after by Miss 
Brown, and when the cuaes of the 
mother and father are over in thia 
world their unfortunate little ofFsprings will 
find a home. A lady gave Miaa Brotvn a 
dollar, with thiej message, "Give this to 
aome one that needs it very much, I want 
to help in the work if it's ever so little." 
Miss Brown went to tho Free Library, 
where distrass ia bo often met with. A 
young man, looking very thin and aick, was 
called to the inquiry desk by Mrs. Machan, 
the librarian. "Aro you out of employ- 
men ?" was asked, "we would like so much 
to help you if you are." The young man 
heaitutcd, looked inquiringly .from one to 
the other, and then tears dimmed his eyes. 
"Yours," he replied, "are the first kind 
words I have hoard since leaving England. 
I thought it was only necessary to get to 
C-tnada and that wealth was easily made 
after that, but I can't get no work. For 
seven dayslh'ave been living on bread alone. 
I have one sfailliDg and sixpence left in thia 
world, and the ocean rolls between me and 
home, in Manchester, where my mother, 
whoso name is Baker, keepa u little shop." 
Mr. Baker was considered a fit and proper 
person to receive tho dollar, and a reataur- 
anfc dinner and a week's lodging were 
thrown in.

New Yoiiic, Jan. 23. —When Baron 
Ferdinand Rothschilds' yacht was at Covila 
Sir Charles Russell paid a flying visit to 
Borne and was olosetfd for half an hour 
with the Pope. 

Tho papers have been opeculating as to 
whether or not Lord Lanadowno would 
accept tho St. Petersburg embassy, but tho 
fact is that he refused this position very 
soon after the death of Sir Robert Morier. 

Lord Duilerin is said to deserve a good 
deal of the thanks duo to those who pressed 
the Government into a show of taking 
action on tho navy question, and ho deserves 
still more credit, if rumor speaks truly, in 
that ho insisted on the point so firmly that 
the nsatter was not allowed to stop at a 
mere show of interest. 

The Pinoe of Wales, tho Duke ot York 
and Prince Alexander of Teck had four 
days' excellent shooting in the Sandringham 
covers last week. There liave been this 
Bcason scarcely any of the big battuea whioh 
formerly look place so often at Sandring- 
ham, owing to there having been ao few 
gueata, but the estate ia swarming with 
game, and the Duke of York has been out; 
a great deal with the Prince of Wales. 

Unlike his genial brother, Senator Rich- 
ard Waddington,' the French ambassador, 
affected to despise bis English ancestry; 
yet, for all that, tlie same blood ran In hia 
veins aa in Ihoao of Richard Penderel, the 
preserver and conductor of Charles II. ia 
his flight from Woroeater. Owing to the 
death of hia elder brother, tho ei-ambassa- 
dor's father bccamo entitled to one of tho 
perpetual ponaiona. M. Richard Wadding- 
ton is named after hia aaceator, and calls 
all his children Ponderel. 

Sir Henry Ponsonby, tho Queen's private 
secretary, has been seriously unwell, and 
the state of his health causes muoh anxiety. 
Sir Henry, who is in his sixty-ninth year, 
has been private secretary of the Queen and 
keeper of the privy purse since 1878, -but he 
had then been for many years in the' royal 
household, and for a long time was equerry 
to the Prince Consort. 

A correspondent at Ajaocio Writes that It 
ia impossible to view with other feellags 
than those of profound indignation the sniet- 
dal policy pursued by the French authorities 
in peremptorily refusing to allow English 
and Germaii doctors to practice in Corsiea, 
which will certainly do a great deal of harm 
to Ajaccio as a health resort, and which has 
apparently been prompted by the diatribes 
of certain so-called patriotic papers in Paris, 
One good Corsioan medico has done bis ut- 
most to save hia foreign confreres, Drs. 
Troop and Schmidt, from thia senseless 
decree of practical banishment. 

The death is onnounoed of Mrs. Austen, 
sole surviving sister of Ctrdinal Manning, 
who was never ablo to the end of her life to 
regard him aa other than a younger brother, 
whose improvement she hid at heart. When 
Manning left Oxford and entered tho Colon- 
ial office, his aiater, whoae husband, Col. 
Austen, waa member for Kent, who had a 
large acquaintance among politiciona, was 
as zealous in his interests as tho aiaters of 
Lord Beaconeliold aro said to have been in 
hia. There was a Lady Stanhope of those 
days who had a relative in tho Foreign 
office, and who spoke patronizingly of 
young Manning to hia sister : — " He writes 
auch a good hand." " Yes," rejoined Mrs. 
Austen, " and knows a littlo arithmetic." 

The German Emperor haa now turned his 
attention towards sculpture, with results 
quite as untoward as were the consequences 
of his interference with science and litera- 
ture. Ever since the death of his illustrious 
grandfather a publio subscription has been 
going on in Germany for immortalizing in 
some national monument the founders of 
the empire in general and Emperor William 
I. in particular. Most of the competitors 
naturally introduced as subordiuate figures 
Bismarck, Moltke and others. All the 
others and the various designs uro now 
being exhibited in Berlin. The Emperor, 
however, has summarily set at naught tho 
decision of tho jury and aclecttd a model of 
one Herr liegaa, who aimply surrounded tho 
statue of William I. with four emblematical 
victoriea and wholly ignored the eiiatence 
of the other military and political heroea of 
1871. Tho nicinorial ia therefore denationol- 
ized, and bccomea oxcluaively a tribute to 
tho glory of tho HohenzoUerua, rather than 
a national trophy. 

How comes it that while tlio claima of tho 
unemployed arc dinned clamorously into 
the earn of tho people almost without cessa- 
tion, especially at this time of the year, tho 
British army remaina sixty thousand below 
its proper strength '! Wo know, of courpo, 
that by tho regulations recruits aro taken 
only between the ages of 18 and 25 yeara, 
whioh limit, by tho way, is constantly ex- 
tended to embrace likely men not really 
within it, but these people do not toll us 
that among tho unemployed thoro aro num- 
bers of men who possess all tho qualifications 
for military service. What prevents them 
from enlisting, if it is not that the profession 
of want-of-employment has greater charms 
for them ? Aro the unemployed, then, men 
who will not work 7 Some of them are con- 
victed of being so. Those who are now too 
old to enlist may refleot that bad they taken 
the opportunity they might now be earning 
an honest liyelihood, while others, the 
young, who by all accounts form the largest 
part of the unemployed and their gatherings 
should be invited by tho presiding agitators 
to join tho army. But then the agitators 
would be cutting tho ground from under 
their feet and their occupation would soon 
bo gone, a fact whioh possibly they rcaliza.

ClIIOAOO, Jan. 2,3. — Justice Bradwell was 
called upon to day to decide tho question of 
ownership of the death mask of the late 
Carter H. HarriBon, On the day after the 
Msaasination of the noted Democrat a mask 
of the featnrea was taken by ErAest Fncha, 
the noted sculptor, who proposed to use it 
in making a statue of the deceased. A pro- 
position to that efTect was made to one of 
the sons, but tho negotiations fell through. 
The labor unions of tlie city then took tho 
matter up, and initiated a movement look- 
ing to the erection of an equestrian atutue 
in Union|Park. A model waa prepared, but 
this Bchome atill hanga firo. 

Recently Sculptor Fuohs made prepara- 
tions to go to New Yorl;, with tho intention 
of remaining for several months, and learn- 
ing of this Carter H. Harriaon, jr., secured 
a writ of replevin with which tho sculptor's 
studio waa invaded by a Police court con- 
stable during his absence and tho mask con- 
fiscated. Tho question which Justice Brad- 
well is called upon to decide to-day is that 
of ownorahip. Young Harrison's state- 
ment ia that he gavo the sculptor 
permission to take the death mask on 
condition that It became tho property of 
. the family after proper payment for his 
services.

MEDDLESOME MILAN., , 

Els Presence in Servla Likely to Bo Frodnc. 
V tive of No Small Amount of Trouble. ■ 

Vienna, Jan. 22.— Ex-King Milan of Ser- 
via left Saturday evening for the Servian 
capital. Tho Servian cabinet ministers 
who had boon informed of hia plan aa soon 
as he started from Buda Pcath, convened In 
haste at midnight and the radical leaders 
resolved to resign forthtvith. The ex-King 
reached Belgrade Sunday afternoon and was 
welcomed by hia son. King Alexander had 
given Bssurancea of his intention to adhere 
strictly to the oonatitution, but nobody foela 
sure of his policy, and the excitement and 
anxiety rune very high, 

London, Jan. 22. — The Vienna corre- 
epondent of the Daily News says : It is 
firmly believed that tho rupture in Servia ia 
tho work of Milan, who will help hia son 
form a military government. The question 
is, will Alexiinder bo able to keep tho 
throne? A aoocion of tho Radicals have 
openly declared in favor of Prince Kara- 
(Jeorgo, and u possible change of dynasty ia 
openly discuased in liolgrado. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Standard 
Siys : " Milan's presence in Servia is illegal. 
If tho constitution bo suspended King Alexan- 
der must simply rely on tho army. Between 
10,000 and 12, (JOO ollicora have for nearly 
thrc'o months received no pay. Tlie impe- 
cunious Radical Governmont ia more than 
willing to fight for tho King against tho 
peasanta. On tho other hand the popular 
element in Servia is too strong to quietly 
submit to such a change. Civil war will 
comnienco and how it will end cannot bo 
foretold. It. would bo in the interest, not 
only of tlio Sorviiui dynasty and nation, but 
also of ICuropcan peace that Passitch should 
form a Government, and his first act must 
be to send Milan abroad. Milan warned 
ICiug Alexander against breaking with the 
Kadioala and instituting a military regime. 
The King replied that unless ho bad hia own 
way he intended to abdicate and leave tho 
country. Milan thereupon left Paris immedi- 
ately. 

Tho Vienna correspondent of tho Central 
News saya": Tho radical party committee 
at Belgrade have decided to expel General 
Gwitoh and his three colleagues from the 
party, alleging that they betrayed party 
seorota to the King. 

liKKLlN, Jan, 22.— It la rumored that ex- 
King Milan intends to assumo supremo 
command of the Servian army. At the 
Servian legation, however, the United Preea 
correspondent was aasured that nothing had 
been heard there of such an intention. It 
was added that there was nothing to exclude 
Milan from Servia, as tho prohibition of bis 
presence was valid only during tho regency. 

EX IvlNG MILAN. 

The Deposed Monarch Again a Power In 
Servia— Ills luUueuco ou Ills So,;. 

Belouade, Jan. 22. — King Alexander 
and ox-King Milan summoned the chiefs of 
the parties to the palace last evening for 
consultation. Milan reproached the Radical 
leaders for many alleged misdeeds, 
and told them it waa impossible to 
allow them to remain in power un- 
less they would give certain pledges. 
The conditions of their retaining office 
were aubmittod to the Radicals by 
King Alexander this morning. Thoy were 
the revocation of tho order against Milan's 
residence in Servia, tho abandonment of tho 
impeachment proceedings against tho Lib- 
oral mlniotera who served under Avakumo- 
vio up to tho coup of last April, and tho ex- 
pulsion of the anti-dynamite menibora 
from the Radical club. Tho Radicals 
declined to accept ii,ny of these 
conditions, denying with special ein- 
phasia that their club contained any men 
opposed to tho Obrenowitoh dynasty. Tho 
Radical cabinet remains nominally in power, 
although the Premier and War Miniater, 
General Sava Gruiloh was forced to-day 
to surrender the war portfolio to 
Colonel Milovanovich, who commanded 
the troops when the reeents were 
deposed. Ex King Milan has become 
reconciled with M. Garaschanin, the Pro- 
gressive leader, with whom he baa had an 
almost continuous quarrel since lie waa 
divorced from Katalio, despito Garaschan- 
ia's atroag protest. Alexander and Milan 
are trying to secure a Frogreasive Liberal 
coalition from which to obtain a new 
Cabinet. 



GERMANY'S UMEMPLOYED. 

Tho Tolice Chareed With Having Arranged In 
Advance for Outrages Against Them. 

Beklin, Jan. 22. — An Anarchist named 
Spohr, in speaking at ono of tho meetings of 
tho unemployed, promised to produce in a 
meeting at tho Ereidrisobain tomorrow, 
conclusive proof that tho police ar- 
ranged in advanco for the outrages which 
they committed in dispersing the crowds 
near the Koenigathor. August Bebel, 
Socialist-Democratic leader, said in the 
Reichstag to-day that the police excesses 
were part of a plan, whose object was to en- 
act exceptional repressive laws against the 
Socialist- Denioorata. 



KIN& LOBENGCLA. 

A British fledge That His Life Shall be Spared 
if lie Surrenders. 

London, Jan. 23. — A despatch from 
Capetown to the Daily News aaya: "Sir 
Henry Loch has despatched a measengcr to 
King Lobengula pledging in the Queen's 
name that, if he surrenders, his life and in- 
terests shall bo assured, and ho shall not bo 
deported from Africa.

Indnstiy. 

Commercial Disasters In the United 
States— Millions of Men 
Out of Work. 



(3oiiLtlo Poat-IntelliKonoor.) 
The official atatetneat of the condition of 
agricultural affairs in Eiiglaud iadicitea a 
depreaaion which ia alarmine. During the 
preaenii year the yield of barley was 10,- 
000,000 bushels leiB than it was in 1802, and 
of oats, S, 000,000 buehela less, though an in- 
creaaeUaroa waa doroted to the production of 
thoBC graiua. The wheat area was 320,000 
acres lesa than ia 1892, and the yield fell off 
9,000,000 buahels. Farm rents are but half 
what they were a few yeara ago, and 
tbeymnatbe reduced still further if farm- 
ing to be made to pay in Eugland. Under 
present oonditions, the popalation of the 
conntry crowds into the cities and nmnufao- 
turing towns, where there ia already a luck 
of employment, and diatroaa and miaery are 
the inevitable result Rents must como 
down, of courao, but the process may lead to 
a change in the ownership of the land in the 
direction of emuUer holdore. The tenant 
ayatein ia u decided failure. 

Dun it Co. 'a Weekly Trade Review do- 
acriboa the year 1893 in audden ahrinkago 
of trade, in oonimercial disasters and de- 
proasion of Induatrioa the worst In fifty 
years. The year closed with tho prices of 
many products tho lowest OTcr known ; 
with inilliouH of workiagmon seekini; in 
vain for work, and with charity laboring 
day and night to keep back aulfering and 
starvation in our great cities. The figures 
given oustain the statement wo have 
quoted. Tho iron industry sustained a 
weekly production of 181, uol tons pig up to 
May 1, but by October 1 the ourput had fal- 
!en to 73,835. This fulling cfV leaves about 
40 per cent, of those engnged in tho iron in 
dustry unemployed. Over one-half tho 
woolen manufacture ia idle. The cotton 
trade baa fared no better. Silea of cotton 
gooda are fully a quarter below the 
usual quantity. "In thirty-seven years 
covered by the records of this 
agency," aaya the Weekly Trade Re- 
view, " the number of failurea haa only 
once risen a little over 10,650 In a 
year. In the year 1893 tho number reported 
has been 16,650. The aggregate of liabili- 
ties in all failures reported haa in six yeara 
risen above $200,000,000. This year the 
strictly commercial liabilities alone have 
exceeded 3331,422,939. The liabilities of 
banklDg aod financial institutions have been 
$210,956,844, and the liabilities of railroads 
placed in the bands of receivers about 
|l, 212,2 17,033 " Adding these figures, wo 
find the grand total of loss during the year 
to have been $1.754,fig6,816. , 

The American Wool and Cotton Reporter 
has recently published statistics showing 
the falling off in the production of worsted 
and woollen goods for men's wear. The 
figurea cover the period between June 1 
and November 1, ond the comparison made 
between 1892 and 1893. Tho Enquirer fin Ja 
that of tho 102 mills from which reporta have 
been received twelve arc running on full time, 
forty-seven running on partial time, and 
forty-three are shut down. It finda, also, that 
the total number of looms in operation is 
2,955, and that tho total number of loonia 
Idle is 5,641. The total number of hands 
employed is 9,605, aa acainat 23, 113 em- 
ployed November 1, 1392. But the moat 
important fact revealed is that relating to 
the production of goods, for it ia ahown that 
these 102 mills prodacec". between June 1 
and November 1, 1893, fivti months, 10,173,- 
715 yarda of men'a wear, worateds and 
woolens, as against 17.085,009 yarda for tho 
same period in 1892 These figures reveal a 
shortage of 6,911,354 yards of goods. 

Returns from aoventy-aix mills in the 
New England states, which arc included in 
the preceding total, ahow the total yardage 
of men's wear goods produced between June 
1 and November 1, 1893, ta have been 
6,658,116, as against 10.2G9.702 yarda for 
the same period during 1802. It is also 
foand that seven mills ont of a total of sev- 
enty.six are running full, forty-seven are 
rnnning on part time and thirty-eight are 
shut down completely. 

SEWERAGE. ' 

To Tin: Editor: — Please allow me to cor- 
rect a statement made by myeelf in the 
council as to the coat of seweruKO to a .SO 
foot buaineas lot. Instead of being §22.50 
per year for ten yeare, which wouhi be 
cheap, it ia aa follows : Engineer'a estimate 
submitted by Aid. Wilson Monday evening 
ia S7..")0 per running foot, or §3 75 per foot 
for ono side of tho street, making tho esti- 
mated cost §112 50 ; to 'liis udd 10 per cent, 
for contingencies, §11 25. with 10 years' in- 
tercflf lit 5 per cent., S33 93 ; total cost for 
u 30-IikjD lot, §157 (is, or a cost per year 
of §1.) 76, after making all duo al- 
lowances. This, of oourae, does not 
include tho connection to tho street line, 
which will be a small ni.'tter, but it is quito 
possible thnt even this item will bo covered 
in the above estimate. You can see at a 
glance that there is a direct saving over and 
above the scavenger bill, to say nothing of 
the increased value of property at; present 
and the benefit of free sewerage after ten 
years. The plan suggested to levy the cost 
is commendable. We know just what each 
lot will have to pay, how long it will take 
to pay for it, and just where the money ia 
to come from. 

Now, when you see how well the frontage 
tax system will work in respect to sewerage, 
just consider tho result of carrying out all 
public worku on the sanio system. Thero ia 
no waste, no doing things over two or three 
times, neither ia any piece of property pay- 
ing a dollar lor which it will not rcceivo tho 
worth of its money, besides laying tho foun- 
dation for a better state of ufTairs, which the 
casual observer will fail to recogui7.e, If 
the city council can show to tho people 
that their interest will bo properly gunrdod 
and that all auiriH of money, however largo, 
will bo jadicioualy expended, they will vote 
every dollar asked for. Wo have reached tho 
time of day when the people aio ulivo to 
their interests, and demand a thorough 
knowledge of what ia going on, and thero ia 
no greater incentive to tho welfare of Vic- 
toria than to havo tho people of Victoria 
educating themaelvcs in all that trunepires. 
Noithcr is thero a greater incentive to our 
Mayor and Council than to aee the people 
who elect them to be their .servunta, iiBsiat- 
ing in making their duties a pleasure. And 
if wo will all pull together it will only bo a 
few short yeara when, instead of lociking to 
this city and that for an example, tho other 
cities will point to Victoria as the modol 
city on the Paoifio Coast.

The 
rumored intention of tho powers to disarm 
the natives ia the principal cause of discon- 
tent, and the natives aay they will resist any 
attempts to disarm them. Although blood- 
shed is not imminent, the situation ia so 
grave as to cauae groat alarm.

BuDA Pesth, Jan. 23.— Count Szapary, 
the ex-Premier, who recently withdrew 
from the Liberal majority in Parliament in 
view of its attitude towarda tho civil mar- 
riage bill, quarrelled wish Dr. Perzeol, vice, 
president of the Diet concerning tho same 
bill last week. Szapary's friends say that 
Perzool criticised him too harshly for hia 
hostility to the Liberals.

Burned to tbe Water's Edcre— Sealing: 
Fleet at Sea Earlier 
Than Usual. 



The Wrecked "Norway " Heard From 
—Coast Steamships' Changed 
Schedule. 



The steamer City of Stanwood, belonging 
to the Stanwood Navigation company, was 
burned to the water's edge at Port Susan, a 
landing about seven milea this side of Stan- 
wood, Snohomish oounty, Sunday morn- 
ing. The steamer was on her regular run 
from Stillaguamieh rivor points for Seattle 
and had a full cargo of hay ond oats. She 
touched at Port Susan, and at the time tho 
fire broke out was taking on wood for fuel. 
She bad a number of passengers aboard and, 
aa far aa could bo learned, the fire broke out 
and was under full away before any one 
ecarcely realized it. Indeed, ao quickly did 
the flumes spread that in five mioutea al- 
most the entire vessel was ablaze from atom 
to atern. Captain Hurtman, master, at first 
tried to souttle the vessel and cut her loose 
from the dock to prevent the flames from 
spreading to it. The quick movement of 
the flames prevented the proper scuttling of 
the vessel, and she waa run upon tho beach 
as well aa tho time would permit and then 
abandoned by the crow. 'The loss ia quite 
severe, the vessel being valued at about 
§8,000, with insurance at §5,000. 

TUB SKALINO FLEET. 

The forest of masts which looms up so 
conapiououaly over the%pper part of the 
harbor every winter has disappeared, this 
year, earlier than ever before. All the seal- 
ing aohooners which will hunt in tho Japan- 
ese coast waters, and which number about 
half tho fleet, have with many others which 
will cruise along this coast taken their de- 
parture. It is not probable that the steam 
schooner Worlock, which has wintered in 
Yokohama, will be fitted out thero for this 
season's operations, as it is said her maiden 
cruise was a moat unprofitable one. The 
crew still remain with the vessel ond, it la 
understood, are determined not to leave her 
until their wages are forthcoming. Since 
the vessel left here, however, she has 
changed ownership, being now in the hands 
of Mr. S. L. Kelly's assignees.

MOIlK AIIOUT THE ".VORWAY."

Tho telegram states that tho 
wreck ia about aix miles west of Jordan

AFFEOTEB CONTEMPT. 

The orgaa of tho Oppoailion trouts tho 
Report of the Comniitteo of tlio Eyecutivo 
Council on tho petition to the Governor 
General of tho Separationista with very 
clumsily aUectod contempt. According to 
it, it is a matter of very little ooDsequenoe 
whether or not the Dominion Government 
interferes with Provincial loKialatioo, 
and whether or not it ia believed abroad 
that the Provincs is on tho verge of bank 
ruptoy and that its aflairs are in such a 
condition that tho men who advocate 
separation of the Mainland from the 
Itland as the surest means of relief 
from the evils under which they at present 
suffer" have right and reason on thoir side. 
If tho men who framed that separationlst 
petition and endeavored to persuade un- 
thinking persons to sign it are not defamers 
of British Columbia, it would be difficult to 
Bfty who are. Every sensible man in Britiih 
Columbia must see that the Government 
were in duty bound to answer tho state- 
ments made iu that petition fu)ly, and in 
such a way an to show that the 
petitioners had not even the slightest pre- 
text for making the request they did. 
The great majority of the inhabitants of the 
Province when they read that clear and 
convincing Report will conclude that the 
Committee which drew it up has done the 
Province a service of very groat value. Tho 
only fault which tho onemiea of tho Gov- 
emmeat oan find with the report, is that 
it states important truths too plitiuly. Is 
this why the Times tries so laboriously to 
make light of it ? 

It ia signifioaul that the Times does not 
(jueation tho corrootneaa of tho statements of 
the report or tho accuracy of its calculation!. 
It affects to believe that the "elaborate 
figuring done in coonection with the subject 
was not intended for the edific'\tion of the 
Dominion Govornmont." Any person cap- 
able of thinking would see at a glance that 
the figures contained in the report were pre- 
cisely those that wore required to prove to 
His Excellency the Governor-General that 
there were no grounds for the petition to 
wbioh tho report was an answer. Our con- 
temporary has a trick of not seeing what it 
does not want to ace, but such wilful blind- 
ness is easily detected and deceives only 
such as are willing to be deceived. 



AN ABLE DOCUMENT. 

The Report of the Committeo of the Exe- 
cutive Council contuiued in a parlia- 
mentary paper hearing the title "Re- 
ply to British Columbia's Utfam - 
ers," that was laid on the table of tho 
Legislative Assembly on Monday, ia a very 
able document. It ia a most conclusive 
answer to those who have been trying to 
lead the inhabitants nf the Mainland to be- 
lieve that they have been badly treated by 
the Government, The Molnlander who 
reads it must see that if the inhabitants of 
either section of the Province have been 
favored by tho Govornmont, it has been 
those of the Mainland. Let tho matter be 
viewed in whatever light it may, the 
Attorney-General has shown that tho Main- 
landera have no reason to complain. 
Whether the whole population, as shown by 
the censas, or the white population alone, of 
the two seotiong is taken as a basis of cal- 
culation, it is clear that ample justice baa 
been done to tho dwellers on the Mainland. 

Wo can easily understand how ambitious 
politicians, dosiroua of cotching tlie votes of 
the eleotors of some of the Mainland oon- 
■'BtituenoiBS by trying to persuade them that 
• they are iUtt«iad .by the Government in 
Viotoria, that all the plums in tho public 
padding were and are rosorvod for tho 
island districts, And it ia not hard to 
understand how a very considerable num- 
ber of them might ba deceived by the dema> 
gognes. Very few of the electors' of either 
Mainland or [Island have at hand 
the books and documents by which tho 
truth or tho untruth of tho state- 
inenta made on tho stroot, at social 
Brings or at public meetings, can 
/ 



bo tested, and very few have either the 
time or tho inclination to mako the investi- 
gation for themselves. They must almost 
necessarily rely upon tho confident osaer- 
tlona of parsons whom they believe to be 
better Informed on suoh subjects than them- 
Bolvca. It ia no wonder, then, that when 
tho electors heard almost everywhere that 
tho Government were imposing on tho ilo in- 
land and withholding from its inhabitants 
what was their due they came to believe 
that such was the case and to talk and aot 
according to their| belief. But, when these 
persons come to read the plain state- 
ments of tho Parliamentary paper in 
whi(;h it ia shown by figures from 
ofhcial documents whioh have not been 
controverted, and whioh cannot be shown 
to bo in tho slightest degree or in any par- 
ticular erroneous, that tho Mainlandors 
havo had not only their full share, but 
moro than their full sliara of the Govern- 
ment appropriations, they must see how far 
they have been led astray by loaders who 
were either ignorant or dishonest. 

The paper shows that the Mainland has 
reooived more than its proportionate share 
for roads, streets and bridges, for buildiuga 
and schools, for surveys, for education, for 
hoapitulB, and asylums. Tlie total of tho 
grants under these heads was §432,270 for 
the Mainland and $164,420 for the Islands 
According ' to population the Mainland 
f^ota more than the laland, and, in proportion 
to thoir respective contributions to the rev- 
enue, tho Mainlandera get the best of it. 
Taking tho popuUtion iu gross to bo 98,I7<'!, 
the appropriations would be at the rate of 
$G.OS cents a head. This would give tho 
Mainland 5;!".3,.3I8 and the Island $'2:2:!,,'!1 
But tho actual distribution was. Mainland 
S4.T2,270, Island §1(34, 420. Tho Mainland 
received from tho Guvernniont S5S,!)'22 tnoro 
than it waa entitled to by & por capita ap 
portionment, and the Island $58,822 leas. 
The difference ia still greater when tlio 
aotual white tax-paying population is made 
tho basis oi tho calculation. In that case 
tho dift'eronco between tho actual and tlio 
pro rata distribution would bo J!)1,41L 
that ia, tho Mainland received $01,412 moro 
than its pro rata share, and the Island 
the same sum less. Let any Mainland 
elector who doubts the aoouraoy of thoao 
calculations go over them for himself. Tho 
ezeroiao will do him good, for it will demon 
atrate to him that tho Government which is 
treating him and his folIow-Mainlandors in 
this way want to give them fair play. We, 
for our part, cannot imagine any intelligent 
man who takes the trouble to understand 
what these figures mean, ever listeniog again 
with patience to the politician who wishes 
him to believe that tho Government has any 
desire to troat the Mainland unjustly. 
They prove that the accusations whioh have 
been the sole stock in trade of some five or 
six self-important and ambitioua politicians 
are utterly falee, and that the very opposite 
of what they assert is the truth. 

A TERRIBLE PRICE. 

Tho great strike of tho English coal-miners 
was an exceedingly costly one, not only to 
the miners and the mine-ownera but to the 
whole nation. The atoppage, or even the 
partial atoppage, of tho coal supply of 
manufacturing country like Great Britain ia 
moat disjstroua. Tho losses it causes are 
inimenao. They are suotained by hundreds 
of industries, many of which appear to have 
very little connection indeed with tho coal 
producing industry. Tho proposed roduc 
tion of the miners' wages, which was tho 
immediate cause of the strike, was 10.7 per 
cent. It is calculated that the total 
reduotion would amount, in a year 
to two millions sterling, or $10,000,000, 
To assert their right to this ten millions 
the miners lost thirty millions in wages 
alone, besides ezhanstiog the reserve fund 
of the Union. The Glasgow Herald calcu 
lates the whole loss to the country during 
the time that the strike lasted to , be 
§165,000,000. 

Mr. Emerson Bambridge, In an article on 
The Strike of 1803, in the Contemporary 
Review for January, says, after quoting 
the Glasgow Herald's figures : — 

In contrast, howevu:, with these impres 
sive figures, it is well to contemplate lor a 
moment what the men were contending 
against. As, baa already been pointed out 
the reduced demand of tho coal owners 
amounted to 10.7 per cent, and assuming 
that the wages to be reduced referred to 
those of 250,000 men who had previously 
earned ,'!0i. por week. The reduction of 
10.7 per cent, upon a year's earnings at this 
rate would havo amounted to rather over 
£'_',000,000 por annum, ao that we havo be- 
fore ua the appalling fact that to reaiat a ro 
duotion of wages amounting in ono year to 
£2,000,000, tho country has been plunged 
into a loss of £.'i:i,000,000 with a proapectivo 
farther loss to face. l!ut this Is not all. 
Taking tho samo general figures, it will be 
fiecn that tho miners have deprived them 
aelvea in tho period of sixteen weeks, during 
whioh they were on strike, of wages 
amounting to i'li.OOO.OOO sterling, besides 
the loss of tho Union funds which they had 
in hand. It will therefore bo seen 
that, in order to resist what might have 
been a temporary reduction of wages of 



reluctant to resort to such a ruinous mode 
of settling a labor dispute as a strike or a 
look-ont. ( We have heard of the man -n ho 
set fire to his hoaee to get a coal to light his 
I pipe with, but that aot of mad improvidence 
is nob much more irrational than the ruin- 
ous waste and the wido spread derangement 
of busineaa which the dispute about a com- 
paratively small amount of money caused in 
England, last year. 

Some very interesting facta are given in 
the paper and figures showing that five col- 
lieries with tho workings of which the writer 
was acquainted were kept in operation in 
Juno last at a loss of more than $12,000 a 
month. To', require the owners of these 
collieries to keep up wages to the highest 
point of good times would be to require 
them to ruin themselves. There ore some 
thooriota that know very little about buai 
neaa who contend that it ia poBsihlfj for a 
combination of niiuo owners who are in 
competition with all tho world to keep up 
the price of coal. *But the poweca of syndi' 
oates and truata are now known to be 
limited. Lot them bo ever so strong they 
cannot rule tho markets of the world and it 
ia woil that it is so. 



£2,000,000, the miners havo themselves 
suffered a loss, up to date, of £6,000,000. 

In this calculation the loss in hard cash is 
alone considered, but there were other 
loasea, and dreadful losses, too, that cannot 
bo computed in pounds, shillings and penco 
By what rule of arithmetic or by whot 
commercial standard are wo to estimate the 
amount of sufToring and sorrow endured 
during that strike by the miners and thoir 
families, and hundreds of thousands besides' 
Tho loss in money appears trifling com 
pared with the hardships, the anxiety, tho 
sickness of heart, which woro too hoftvy and 
too depreaeing for many poor, innocent crea 
tnrea to bear, whioh were caused by that groat 
strike, Xhose who saw the misery and the 
wretohednesa that provailod in many parta 
of England while tho strike lasted do not 
want to see such another strike whilo they 
live. 

It ia to bo hoped that the diaagtroua con 
acqucnccnof the strike will have the elToot of 
making both workmen and employera moat

LEbHSLATIVE MATTERS. 

ProvlBlous of tho New Moasurcs— Tho Mem- 
bers' City AililrcsseB. 

Tho act respectiug partnership, submitted 
in the Lcgialaturo in fulfilment of the 
promise made in tho speech from the throne 
is a comprehensive measure consisting of 85 
sectiona besides tho four schedules giving 
tho prescribed certificai.o of partnership ; 
declaration of co-partnership, declaration of 
dissolution of partnership, and the form of 
tho register. Ic is a digest of the present 
law relating to partnership, making pro- 
vision for tho formation of limited purtqer- 
ahipa aa well aa for the registration of buai- 
nosa firms. It defines the nature of part- 
nership, and tho relations of partners to 
persona dealing with them and to one 
another; treats of the dissolution of part- 
nership and its consequences, and 
sets forth tho responsibility attach- 
ing to limited partnerships. The 
matter of registration dealt with by 
thia bill ia one which has received a good 
deal of attention from tho Board of Trade, 
by whom it was recommended to the gov- 
ernment. 

Tho act respecting witneaaos and evidense 
ia a digest of tho law of evidence and the 
productiou of docuriienta before the court. 
Thia waa one of tho billa promised in tho 
speech. 

Another very useful measure is an act for 
tho better prevention of fraudulent or mis- 
leading statements by companies and 
others. This is very short, and 
in Bubitanoe provides that whore uny 
advertisement, letter-head, poatal-nard, 
account or document issued, published or 
circulated by or for any corporation, asaooi- 
atioa or company, purports testate the sub- 
scribed capital of the company, then the 
capitsl actually and in good faith sub- 
Horibed, and no more, shall be ao stated, and 
any violation of this provision calculated to 
mislead any person having any buainosa 
with the said corporation shall, upon sum- 
mary conviction, bo liablo to a penalty not 
exceeding ?'-0() and coats, and not less ih.ui 
.*50 and coats, or iiupriaonment for a term 
not exceeding three months and not leaa 
than one mouth.

SINGLE TAX CLTJB 



Open Their New Hall and Appoint a 
Conunittee to Frame a 
Constitution. 

Will Consnlt Trades and^ Labor lu 
terests On tbe Choiee of Legis' 
lative Uaudidates. 



The single tax club mot last evening, for 
the first time in their now hall in tho 
Salmon block, at tho corner of Y'ates and 
Government stroota, quito a nice little 
gathering of mombera being present in apito 
oi the inclemoQt weather. Hitherto the club 
have hadno hall of their own, but the present 
one haa been secured and neatly fitted up 
for thoir uao, aad it haa been decided, aa 
tho proaident, Mr. Howell, explained in his 
opening remarks, to meet regularly evory 
week and to occasionally give socials at 
which tho wives and lady friends of tho 
members may bo present. There were 
l)re3ont last evening, in addition to others. 
Dr. Watt, M. P. P., and Messrs. Brown 
and Forater, M.'a P. P. 

Mr. Kipling, tho aoorotary, having 
road tho minutes of last meeting, Mr, 
Cohen explained by doaire of tho president 
that tho idea waa to have a hall of their 
own, which could bo rented also to trade 
unions, and it waa calculated that, by that 
means, the expenses of furnishing would be 
met and a nice little balance would result 
at the end of the year. 

On Mr. Cameron's motion, a conimitee, 
composed of Messrs. \\ . G. Cameron anil 
J. Fraser, were appointed to frame a regu- 
lar constitution and by laws. 

Mr. Berridgo spoke on the aubjeot of 
ainglo tax, which he described as un instru- 
ment which, if it did not kill " landlord- 
ism, " would at least draw its teeth and 
clav.a. His idea was to get tho trades 
unions to act in conjunction with tho single- 
taxer to bring about land reforms which 
would benefit the condition of tho working 
classes. He moved that a conamittoo bo ap- 
pointed to arrange for united action with 
the trades and labor organizations of Vic- 
toria to nominate and support jointly one or 
more candidates for the city at the next 
provincial election, 

W. G. Cameron having seconded this, the 
chairman explained in answer to a question 
that the intention was that the candidates 
wore to be pledged to support single tax 
and labor measures. 

Rev. W. H. P. Arden wanted to know 
whether it would not be well, if possible, 
to secure some one who had already been a 
parliamentarian, who would promise to ad- 
vance single tax ideas. Ho liardly thought 
that tho ainglo- taxers were exactly strong 
enough to run a man of their own. 

A. H. Soaifo thought no false movo should 
bo made. They ahould be perfectly certain 
of carrying their point before they took a 
ainglo step. If thoy failed at thia juncture 
it would bo a aot-baok to ainglo tax. 

Mr. Cohen believed that at preaent tho 
boat thing to do was to bring onward a man 
who would not only advocate ainglo tax but 
would alao bo popular with tho tradu aud 
labor councila, 

J. McMillan considered that a straight 
ainglo taxer ahould be chosen whether he 
supported tho labor union or not. ^Vhcn 
ho first came to this town he had supposed 
that Hon, Mr. Beaven waa a friend of single 
tax. Ho had, however, after a lapse of 
four years, opposed that gentleman becauae 
he found Mr. ISeuvon waa not sincere in hia 
professions, but curried favor with tho ainglo 
taxera when he found it would bring hun 
political support. He paid a little compli- 
ment to Dr. Watt for his question intro- 
duced in the legislature in regard to the 
newly surveyed land in Cariboo district.and 
in conclusion believed that the great ma- 
jority of tho labor party would be willing 
to support a single taser who would fear< 
leea'.y advocate the views of those who sup- 
ported him. 

After some further discussion Mr. Bor- 
ridge's motion was carried, and Messrs. 
Borridge and J. Eraser wore appointed the 
committee. 

Mr. Eraser moved that a committee be 
appointed to wait on the Government to ask 
if it ia their inteation to abolish the $200 
deposit required of candidates for the legia- 
laturo. 

Mr. Cohen strongly supported this motion, 
holding that want of money did not argue 
want of brain. The Government should 
remove the disability under which those 
who had no money were at present laboring. 

Mr. St. Barb opposed the motion, explain- 
ing that it waa in use in moat countries of 
tho civilized world — not to keep out the 
poorer candidates, but to keep out an iudis- 
criniinato rush of candidates. 

Dr. Watt, amid applause, announced that 
he had drawn up a bill to introduce in the 
house with the object of doing away with 
the deposit. He did not know the feeling of 
the house on the subject, but he would test 
the question. • 

Mr. Berridgo suggested that a better plan 
than the $200 deposit was to provide that a 
candidate must be nominated by a certain 
number of electors, and he would therefore 
support tho motion, 

Mr. Brown, M. P. P,, did not like tho 
preaent restriction and would like to ace it 
done away with, as it might frighten a good 
man from coming out if ho felt ho could not 
ttll'ord to risk the $200. The motion waa 
carried, the president and Mr. Cohen being 
appointed on tho committee. 

Tuesday week was fixed for the next 
mooting of the club. 

Mr. Brown being called upon for some re- 
marks, congratulated the club on tho satis- 
factory meeting, and was followed by Mr. 
Foisler, who excused himBolf on account of 
a sore throat from making any extended re- 
marks. 

Dr. Watt approved of the underlying 
principles of single tax, and for that reason 
he had put hia question in the House in ro-

MASHUNALAND. 

Evidences of lui Ancient Race as Its Former 
rossessors— A CI olden Country. 

Mr. Rider Hognard ia likely to bo vindi- 
cated by the oonciueat of Matabeloland and 
the conBe(iuent development of the gold 
fields I'f tbat region and Maahonaland, un- 
diaturbed by Lobengula'a raidora. When 
Mr. Haggard published 'King Solomon's 
Minea' a great many readers thought that 
ho had liberally overdrawn hia imacjination 
for hia account of the stately ruins and 
abandoned gold workings ♦here the action 
of tho romance passed. Now that Masona- 
land ia being (developed, it is found that not 
only are tho ruins there, but the gold. 'J'"-' 
gold reofs extend far up into Matabeleland, 
and along their eztent[are evidences that in 
far-off timea they were worked by a civiliz- 
ed, powerful race, who built temples and 
fortresses c|uito beyond the oonstructivo 
capacity that any negroid people has yet 
manifested. 

At Zimbawbo, in Mashonaland, the 
stately front of a fortress temple rcara itself 
from tho jungle. Tho structure waa evi- 
dently conatructed by troined engineers, 
who worked on a plan preserving mathe- 
matical unity throughout. Neor by are tho 
gold minoa, and explorers have found aome 
of tho ingot moulds used by those who toiled 
there thouaanda of years ago. As tho hawk, 
tho symbol of the goddess Hdthor, who pre- 
sided over mines, ia found in the ruins in 
Mashonaland, as well aa in tho Egyptian 
quarries, tho theory of tho antiquarians is 
that there was an Arab-Somitio race once 
in control of what is now the latest addition 
to England'a posaessiona in Africa. Thia 
race, they hold, may have been aubjecta of 
the Queen of Shoba. Whoever they were, 
they wore evidently powerful ond highly 
civilized, and held their ground by their 
military strength as well as by their in- 
genuity.

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^ PKOVINCUL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of tho SIxtli Parliament. 

THIRD DAY. 

Tuesday, Jan. 2;}, 1804. 
The Speaker took the obair at 2 p. m. 
Prayers by Yen, Arohdeaoon Soriven. 

DEBATK ON THE ADDRESS. 

Mb. Brown resumed hia remurks on the 
addreas in reply to tho speech fruni tho 
throne. He stated that though a copy of 
the " Reply to Uritiah Cohiiiibiu'a defam- 
ore" was on hia desk yesterday, ho was not 
then aware of the fact, or that it had been 
oironlated, bat be desired now to nialco 
some remarks upon it, oponiog with a pro- 
teat against the title, by whioh, he said, the 
governmontwere slangiog their opponents iu 
an oiBoial document. Ho then proceeded 
with his reading of the agitation petition. 
Reaobiog the paragraph quoted by Hon. Mr. 
Davie the previous day, in which it is stated 
that *' the people on tho mainland are now 
i^dvoeating separation," he said that sen- 
tenoewasno doubt too inclusive, and if ho 
had to write it he would say merely "many 

■ of the people." He wished to remove tho 
impression made by a remark of Hon, Mr. 
Davie when yesterday he (Mr. Brown) 

' quoted from a apeeoh delivered on the 
24tli of April, to show that he had spoken 
against separation. Ho saw by tho Col- 
onist, and found on inquiry that this was 
oorreo)', that the Premier then said, " Ah 
that was after your meetings had all gouo 
up." He did not oatoh the remark then, 
but wished to say now that the speech fro^n 
which he quoted was made at tho very tirat 
meeting. He dealt with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's reply to the petition, submitted yester- 
day, and attempted a juati6cution of the 
mia-statemcnts of tho petition there exposed. 
Ho came to the defence of Jlr, Kitchen in 
tho mutter of tho allegation that a road had 
been built (ivo miles for the boneBt of one 
man, and declared that ho know there was 
a groat deal of truth in tho statement, us ho 
had been told by aoveral reapectablo men — 
whoso names ho would not give, however — 
that it was u common thini; to build a roiid 
two or three miles long between tho barn 
and tho hay stuck of u supporter of the 
govornmont. (Derisive laughter ) Ho did 
not blame Mr. Kitchen lor not giv- 
ing the namo of hia informant. 
((Jriea of Name, namo !) " I'll do nothing 
of the sort," replied Mr. Brown, uniidat 
fresh laughter. Ho continued that ho had 
got those statements from a number of re- 
spectable citizens of Lillooet. There waa 
one whose name ho did know, but ho would 
not give it. This man complained to him 
that though ho had alwaya voted for the 
government they let him build his own road 
without giving him a dollar in aaaiatance, 
and then allowed tho public to travel over 
it, and he was, therefore, not going to voto 
for them any longer. " Having made these 
few preliminary remarks," be seriously un- 
nouno«d at three o'clock, " I will now tak<! 
up the subject matter of the speech." 
Prooeediog to do this, be criticised the 
government for " having three rows on with 
the Dominion," as he termed the friendly 
suits instituted in the courts to determine 
the Important questions relating to the min 
erals, the public lands and thensborics, now 
pending between the province and tho Do- 
minion. Ae to the succosaion dutica, ho 
hoped in imposing them tho act would e.\ 
empt estates up to §10,000 or so. 

Hon. Mr, Vernon thought it atrango that 
Mr. Brown should stand up to lecture tho 
government about raising tho iaaue of island 
and mainland when tho whole burden of hia 
own Bpeech dealt with that isauo. He had 
beliei'ed that Mr. Brown had a great deal 
to do with framing the agitators' petition, 
to whioh ho had to-day given ao much at- 
tention, but of courae he accepted the state- 
ment juat made that he had not done so, 
but yet it wap quite an extraordinary thing 
that he was ao well poated upon the state- 
ments of the petition. It was apparent 
that Mr, Brown and those wiih him were in 
full sympathy with the petition, though 
they were careful to state that they bad not 
signed it. 

Mr. Buow>r explained that he never said 
he bad not signed the petition, for as a mat- 
ter of fact he did sign it. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon eaid this wns a note- 
worthy admission, seeing that the hon, gen 
tlemen's colleague, the leader of the Inde- 
pendents, was BO loud In stating (hat he, 
at least, did not not sign that document 
As to Mr. Brown's remarkable statement 
at'Oat the roads in Cariboo, It was not, per 
h-'pH, quite fair to demand the name of hia 
informant, but he might at least inform 
the house where the roads he referred to 
aie. 

Mr. Brown replied that they were all 
over Cariboo, for he had been informed that 
this thing had been going on for years 
(Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Vkrnon said it must have been 
that some of tho residents up there, Beeir_ 
hia credulous nature, had imposed upon 
him for the purpose of giving him some- 
thing by means of which to muko himaelf a 
laughing stock when tho house mot 
(Laughter.) As to tho proposed alteration 
in tho guarantoo to tho Nakuap & Slocan 
railway, what tho government have in mind 
is to make a better bargain, at less cxponae 
to the country, than that authorized by tho 
house last year, us would be apparent when 
the complete propouition waa submitted 
Dealing with the speech of the leader of tin 
opposition, ho said tho financial position of 
the province compared moat favorably with 
that of either of the liouriahing cities of 
Victoria and Vancouver, both aa to tho 
amount of the debt and aa to tho vuluo re 
ceived for it. Ho stated that, besides tho 
oaaeta publiahed in tho statement, there 
were sums duo by lumbering firms, tho 
collection of which the government did not 
force, as the tfTeot probably would be to 
atop the operations of many of them and 
throw their employes out of work ; and on 
account of pre-emptions and of town Inta 
purchased, the amount outstabding was also 
considerable. He wished to co^rrect the 
statement made by the leader of the opposi- 
tion that there did not remain sufTicicnt 
money in the treasury to provide for tho 
conversion of the loans as authori/.ed by the 
acts under which the money waa bor 
rowed, and that tho credit and 
honor of tho province were thereby 
affected, and to show that such was not thu 
case read somo oliicial figures secured fion 
the treosury department. Tho origina 
loans of 1877 and 1H,S7 were rcBjjPotively 
.6150,000 and .t:205,.l()0, a total of CioCiAm 
Tho " Loan and consolidation act, 1891," 
provided for £700,000, of w hieh .C'JOO.OOO 
f/aa borrowed in caah, lenving t'fjOO.OOO for 
tho purpose of convertiog tho bonds of 1S77 
and 1887. Tho conversion of bonda up tc; 
tlio ,'iOlh June last had beer, on account of 
tho loan of 1877, .Ct.S,;iOO, leaving £10(1,700 
still iu force, and of iho loan of 18S7 £107, 
500, leaving in force £97 900. Tho total 
convcraiona had been £l,'')0,800, and the 
bonds still in force am.U'it to £20.t,600 
Tho sum paid for convrrf.ing tho £150.800 
had been £202,1 15, loavirg still available 
£297,885 to redeem £204,(i00. The conver 
sion of the balance of tho existing bonds 
would tttka, for thoen of 1877, adding the 
premium of say £42 080, being forty per 
aenhi £140,380, and for those of 1887, 
8d4iag as primium £24,476, or twonty-iive 
per oaot.,- £122,375i . making a total of 
^271,766 reqalrea for the redemption of the 



balance of tho bonds, whilst the amount 
available out of the £700,000 loan Is £207,- 
895, leaving still to the good £26,140 whioh 
the government may uegotiate in oash after 
tho bonda have been redeemed. • Under the 
circumatancea he would ask who hild been 
tho defamer iu unjustly ottaokiDg the credit 
of tho pro%ince. Mr. Boaven had based 
his criticism on hia own statement that the 
government would not have enough money 
left to cnnvort the bonda after expending 
£250,000 in public works, but the act dul 
not rf quire them tu raise more than 
£200,000 for public works, and they had not 
raised mnro than that turn for aueli purpose 
though tho act R'ivo them poruiiaaion to 
go aa high as £250,000. Ho thou^lit tho 
province hud a great deal to show for ita 
debt. In the matter of railways, for in- 
stance, there had been largo grants during 
the past four years in aid of the Nakuap 
& alocan, the Shuswap & Okanagan, 
the Victoria & Sidney, tho Colum- 
bia it Kootonay, and tho Nelson 
and Fort Sheppard lines, all good and use- 
ful works, none of which would have been 
started but for tho aasiatonce of tho govern- 
ment. An ofTort had been mado to open up 
and develop aa far aa possible every portion 
of the province, and the resulta to bo seen in 
the improvements on every hand apoko for 
themselves. There were other works which 
it was proposed to commence as soon as poa 
siblo, with the sanction of tho house. In 
every district in tho province there was aomo- 
thing substantial to show for tho expendi- 
ture, in tho way of school houses, eourthouses, 
roada, bridges and wharves. It was true 
that the revenue had not largely incroaaed of 
lato years, for there had buen fifteen muni- 
cipalitioa formed — including thoao oi Kam- 
loopa, Vetnou, Spallumoheeu and othora of 
like importance — whoan taxes formerly wore 
included in the provincial revenue, whic h, 
under the ciroumatancea, bad been remark- 
ably well sustained. He felt that the pub- 
lio would condemn the unfortunate agitation 
raised against the general interest for tho 
aggrandisement of a few individuals, and 
that they would come to the conclusion that 
they could not do better than re-entrust tho 
government of the province to the hands of 
those who so far had administered it bon- 
estlyandwelL (Applause.) 

Mb. Semuh paid the usual compliment to 
the mover und seconder of the address, 
though he felt that the gentlemen not being 
young members were not in need of com- 
mendation. He fancied, however, that hia 
colleague, Mr. Martin, found himself in 
narrow waters when he congratulated the 
government upon tho progress of the parlia- 
ment buildings, and he only hoped that 
when that gentleman went before hia con- 
stituents he would bo auccesaful iu navigat- 
ing through them — 

Hon. i!r. Davie— You don't hope any- 
thiog of the kind. (Laughter.) 

Mil. Semlin continued that ho did not 
intend to say that ho hoped Mr. Martin would 
bo elected ; he meant only that ho hoped 
he would bo successful in convincing him- 
self that he was right. He expressed sur- 
prise at the charges and allegations put fort h 
by tho government in tho stato paper iaaucd 
under the title of "Reply to Britiah Colum- 
bia's defamers." Ho did not boo that there 
was anything defamatory in the matter re- 
ported there, nnleas it was the remarks of a 
certain clergyman, who seemed to have been 
very intemperate in his address. Ho did 
not think that Mr. Cotton should bo held 
responsible for publiahiog in hia paper 
what had transpired at a public meeting. 
He criticised the address made by the Pro- 
vincial Secretary to the teachers' institute 
at Vancouver, and charged him with vir- 
tually having told his subordinates there 
that they oinst support his government at 
the next general election in order to get a 
normal school In that city. He would like 
some further information on tho subject of 
the delinquent taxes referred to by the Chief 
Conimissifioer, as he thought somo pcraoua 
must have been unduly favored in this re- 
spect. The members of the house were 
aaked in the address to say that they were 
highly pleased that the government in- 
tended to take a certain course with respect 
to tho Nakusp & Slocan railway, and it was 
because he was waiting for some fuithor in- 
formation on this point that ho hud not 
spoken before. In tho abaonco of thia, ho 
for one could not say that ho was ploaaed 
with the propoaition. With regard to tho 
redistribution bill, he urged that tho gov- 
ernment should bring it down at an early 
date, and immediately after bring down tho 
estimates, ao that tho membera might got 
away within two niontha. He predicted 
that if these two measures were not brought 
down promptly the house would bo kept 
here until early summer. 

The addrea waa read a first time, On tho 
motion for the second reading Hon. Mr. 
Beaven naked that it bo read clause by 
clauae, and the Speaker having called for 
tho ayea and noes on the quoation whether 
it should be so read, instead of beiog taken 
as a whole, announced that tho noes had it. 

Hon. Mb. Beavkn pointed out that the 
matter was not one for the division of the 
house, but that it could only be taken as a 
whole by unanimous consent. 

Hon. Mr. Davis said t-he request just 
made by the hon. leader of the opposition 
seemed rather iBOonsietent with bis ex- 
pressed desire to expedite the business, at 
tho opening of the house. He asked if there 
wuH any particular reason for it. 

Hon. Mr Beaven replied that though the 
usual practice was to take the address as a 
whole, if any member objected thin could 
not be done. There was one particular 
thing in the addreoa whioh was auoh an ab- 
surdity it thould not bo permitted to pasa 
the house. 

The Si'EAKEr announced that tho addreaa 
would bo read clauao by clauae ; and thia 
the Clerk proceeded to do. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, at clauao •(, " that 
wo are pleased to learn that . . there 
haa been reserved tho alt rnalivo right of 
guaranteeing tho bonda of the eouipuny," 
moved in unieudmeut that the word '* in- 
terested " be aubatitutcd for "pleuaed." 

Hon. Mit. Davie said thia waa mere 
trifling with tho buainesa of tho house, 
which in passing tho oddrcaa waa simply 
asked lo reciprocate the pleasure expressed 
by His Honor in tho speech, and not to 
commit itself to anything. It waa making 
the houBO a mere debating school to diacuaa 
whether or not one word was bettor than 
onothor intimating tho sumo thing. 

The umendn.ont being put was declared 
negatived. 

Mr Grant aaid us ho had been unfortu- 
nately in the library when the question wua 
put he missed the opportunity of making 
some remarks he wished to address to tho 
house respecting this Nakusp & Slocan rail- 
way, which be was most happy u> see had 
been financed notwithstanding the hard 
times of the past year. On clause 7, re- 
specting the hydraulic mining in Cariboo 
Mr. Grant also spoke, urging tho govern- 
ment to come to the ussistanco of those pri- 
vate individuals who are spending so much 
money in this industry, by tho building 
of roada for their use. When clauat, 
14, respecting the new parliament buildings, 
was reached, he said that on this question 
tho government have not done thomsolvea 
justice, having positively overlooked one 
important phase. That wa«, that the build, 
ings will be erected at thia particularly dull 
time for from 10 to 20 per cent, less thin 
in brighter times, and the saving resulting

BY-LAW. 

To expropriate certain real property for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, being a public 
street situate within the City of Victoria. 

THB Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Viotoria: enacts as f oUo we : 

1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to expropriate and tho 
said Corporation hereby expropriates, for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a portion 
of Oak Buy Avonuobolng a public street situate 
within tho City ot Victoria, all that piece or 
parcel of land being part of Lot 31 of a sub- 
division of sub-lot 1, Fern wood Kstato, Section 
75, Victoria DlBtrict, which said piece or parcel 
of land is more particularly described aa fol- 
lows :

Setting a.Hiilo tlio forms tliat aro badly 
■born, undersized, meager, deformed, liow 
■many well proijortioiuHl people aro dis- 
tressing through jiersonal neglocti 

Women who by height, figure and 
faces might be strikingly effective, by 
•clnmsiness, untrained ganchories and 
alTectaliniis are nnaltractivo, unimpress 
ivo, distressing. 

Tlie universal fault is that of [lositioii 
• — t)ie sagging shoulders, craned neck, re- 
treating liack, prominent stomach, armt 
hanging limp aud aimless, wildly swing- 
ing like those of a windmill, braced out 
from the side like triangular iron sup- 
ports, crossed in front, clutching the 
pocketbook with unconscious fierceness 
or one arm "steering" in still rhythmic 
paddles. 

Some who imagine they are walking 
with great dignity and elegance look 
.still", .-itrained and awlcward. Sonio are 
plunging along as though going to ;;fire, 
bodies pitched forward, out of step with 
their comrades — ono with a heavy roll- 
ing motion, the other with a straight up 
and down churnstaff motion, the result 
of undue tension or stiffening of the an- 
kle joints. Tho frivolous woman is 
known by her "niddling," tottering way, 
tho termagant by her martial tread, the 
high heeled by her "hobble"— acarcoany 
thing easy meets the eye. 

One allows tho knees to bond excess- 
ively and continuously, producing u gen- 
erally tumbledown flabbinessof personal 
expression, while tho upper portion ol 
the body is disproportionately stiffened. 
Some thud down with tlio whole force of 
the heel, producing a jar upon tho earth 
.and the brain at the same time, also upon

the eyes of the beholder. I have seen n 
woman weighing 05 pounds who would 
make the glasses clank in the room across 
which she walked and another of 1;jC 
pounds slip around noiselessly as a cat- 
it is all in "the wa}-." 

There is a mincing gait that is very 
unpleasant to look upon, also a broken 
Tinevennessof motion as though the mind 
were wandering and tho foot catching in 
tile braid of tlio dress. Tliero is a cer- 
tain dignity of mentality tliat jiroduces 
a steady, even, rhythmio pace which, 
even when not exactly graceful, is im- 
pressive. 

Some walk v.-ith an iinduo roll of tlie 
hips, ]iroduceil liy an alternate pusliing 
forward of cuch Inj) — an extremely un- 
gainly eilui'l, sujiposud Ijy the owners to 
bo particularlj- voluptuous aud fascina- 
ting. Others again wallc with an over- 
straight strain, making ;in ugly hollow 
in the back, which milliners describe as 
"stylish." 

Excessive relaxal ion of tho neck, pitch 
ing the head forward with the strain of 
tlio l(;wer body, is a common expression 
of fatigue. As for th(i third, wlio can- 
not walk in stop with the other two- 
may she never bo in our company I 

Tho mass of caro battered shopping 
women, uiion whom time and want of 
money press hard, huddle along in miser- 
able fashion, shoulders to ears, heads 
stretched out, wobbling from side to side, 
hands wildly clutching. Tho poor minds 
lire three or four blocks ahead of tho 
body and scattered in different direc- 
tions. Faces aro drawn into knotted 
cords and creases, eyes are starting in 
€ager indecision between shop window 
and pocketbook contents. Nail dints 
jnay he found in tho hands from tho 
struggle. Poor souls! On wot days there 
is tho added biu deu of a load of flapping 
wet skirts, loose packages, umbrellas. 
Under the excessive nerve and muscle 
strain there is a total disregard of per- 
sonal appearance — which is expression. 

One longs to hear some authoritativo 
voice call out: Stop! stop! All stand 
stUll Shake yourselTes. loose! Belax 
muscles I Gather back your scattered 
thoughts and steer them into direct chan- 
nels! Let go tho presflurol and then start 
them all over again placid and sane look- 
ing. 

The rhythmio, swinging, poetic motion 



of an absolutely perfect gait is one of tho 
greatest charms in tho world. It is sel- 
dom seen in wo.uen, frequently in sol- 
diers, iSnt could be had by all. 

It is almost impossible to give rules 
for graceful walking— indeed, withsomo 
this would bo idle, ns before obeying any 
rule it would be necessary to pass 
through a regular«Gonrse of "limbering 
up," for without suppleness and pliabili- 
ty of limb it is impossible to swing nat- 
urally. It would bo necessary also to 
make some important changes in attire. 
It nuvy bo ^lossiblo for a woman to as- 
Bumo a certain grace for a short time 
while wearing a corset and high heeled 
shoes or laden with a dry goods coun- 
ter, but it is not easy. Yet the matter 
of correct street costumo is ono of slow 
evolution. It will right itself sooner or 
later— we will not enter upon it hero. 
Meantime a few practical hints. 

When changing from an ungraceful 
to a diff-irent walk it is necessary first of 
all to concentrate upon tho act. This at 
first will produce stiffness, but stiff' cor- 
rectness is better than slovenly thought- 
lessness. After correct position is taken 
—as described in last letter — step lightly 
forward, resting first upon the ball of 
the foot. A total alteration is made in 
the gait by stepping upon tho ball in- 
stead of the flat foot or heol, as is tho 
common practice (it is this thudding 
down upon the heel which "clanks the 
glasses"). Of course this must not bo 
exaggerated, and it will not be after it 
has becomo natural, but in tho change 
this toeing forward is absolutely neces- 
sary. Try it — see — it changes tho whole 
makeup, the feelings even. 

It is tliis feature of "toeing out" that 
makes tho minuet the physical expres- 
sion of refined mentalitj' that it is, and 
its frequent iiractice would b(^ invaluablo 
to one who desired to walk well. 

Leaning slightly forward, not stoop- 
ing forward, bat directing the mind in a 
straight lino in front of tho body, is of 
aid in making s]ieod. Bending the knees 
a little apart is also helpful. Tho swing 
of tho gait should come from ii symme- 
trized rhythm of the v.-liolo body, not 
through the motion of any part of it. 
Tho trunk should bo motionless, which 
will not mean "stiff" if the body is in 
control, but there must be no "wob- 
bling," "hunching," "ducking" or affect- 
ed mincing. 

Both arms swinging by tho side would 
produce a pedestrian appearance few wo- 
men would caro for in ordinary walking, 
yet thi.s could bo made graceful and 
would add greatly to sp<;ed. Ono arm 
should not bo made to look liko a wind- 
mill arm, neither should tho triangular 
shape bo made by crossing both hands in 
front. The length of step must bo 
thoughtfully regulated, not ono short 
step and ono long ono. Above all, the 
mind must bo made tho engine of tho 
body, keeping in advance of every step, 
but never breaking away from it — at 
least not till after an unconscious con- 
nection is established. 

Think wdiero you aro going and mind 
what you aro about. Lookout for tho 
loose stone, tho puddle of water, the 
curb, tho lamppost, the loose brick. 
Lookout feu;, your neighbors. No need 
of colliding With people so. If ono stops 
on your dress or it is caught in a store 
door, have jioise sufficient to maintain 
tho rhythm of your grace. TurTi cor- 
ners gracefully. What a test of a wom- 
an's grace tho way in which she turns a 
comer! Leave space suflicient for your 
friend to escape tho iron grating, the 
cellar door, the obstruction on the in- 
side. Go early rather than go off on a 
tangent, trotting, "jammijig" and "bang- 
ing" through space liko a clumsy pack- 
ago. Assert your dignit}', your grace 
and sjiaro our eyes the many assaults 
to which they are now subject through 
thoughtless, gi-aceless walking.

"The number of distressed people, 
prinolpaii7 unemployed men seeking 
■work, who have applied to tho secretary 
at his oiSce during the last week or two 
alone, have embraced in their ranks 
painters, plasterers, olerka, la'borers and 
one drugrgist. 'Very many of these people 
appear to have come to Victoria seeking 
a livelihood from either the American 
Bide of the Sound country or the Main- 
land of Bi Itlsh Columbia. Some are mar- 
ried, but tho most ol them single. I am 
of the opinion that It has become obeo- 
lutf-ly neceaaary that the attention ot tho 
Government thould be directed to the 
subject at once, betore Wt> shall bo with- 
out; the meons to cope with It. For It Is 
but too fully apparent that the subscrip- 
tions we receive from only a few of the 
public are not enough to meet the re- 
quired help to our resident poor, far lees 
to the destitute and unemployed coming 
here from other places, some of them ab- 
solutely starving. I need not say that If 
the Society is to keep up that reputation 
for usefuInesB which It his enjoyed for 
the last twenty-two years, the utmost 
efforts of those baterested in its welfare 
and the benevolent purposes which It is 
Its object to carry out, must bo put for- 
ward to Increaao and establish Ita 
tlnanclal alvengih "— ICrti-act from Presi- 
dent T. J. Huriu.t' rc/iorl to tlic iiiiiiikiI iiifnt- 
iimof the Ilritiali Coinuiliia Ileneeolent .S'oc-a/;/, 

The quotation given above, from one who 
knowa whereof he speuka, should cause every 
Victorian to stop and think. Bricfiy and 
plainly it outlines tho sad story of want 
that ia, UL happily, heard on every hand. 
There are soorea if not hundreds of men in 
Victoria who aro hungry and cold — not be- 
cause they are unwilling to work for their 
own support and tho maintenance of the 
loved ones depending upon them, but bo- 
oattse they can get no work to do. 

For this reason aro tho people of Victoria 
to see them starve ? Because they came 
here from the Sound or tho Mainland — 
always on the same sad quest, looking for 
employment — are they to go cold and 
hungry ? Whilst their more fortanate fel- 
low citizens enjoy the eomforts which their 
labor has produced, must those in enforced 
idleness be tnivde to feel the bitterest sting 
of privAtion ? 

How many men, well fed and well olad 
with comfortable homes to shelter them, 
would begrudge half a dollar a week — tho 
four bits paid for a few cigars — to help the 
peedy ) 'TtJCJO people whoao bitter cry ia 
beard in the city, .are not beggars. Thoy 
do not ask alms but WOrJc, ftod until tney 
can (j'st work, somjthibg must be done for 
them. 

Oue intelligent, hop.c-at ftrtlaan, a carpen- 
ter who has been out of employment for 
»bout three months, told a Colonist 
reporter yesterday that in all that time he 
had only had in the ramshackle hut he now 
oalla home a quarter of a ton of conl. 

" W^hy how do yon keep warm," was t4»* 
natural question, " and how do you cook 
your meals ? " 

There was a weary smile with the answer 
" We don't keep .warm. I haven't been real 
warm at home in six weeks, and as for the 
cooking, why there's very little to cook, 
wouldn't care so much," the man continued, 
" if it wasn't for my wife and little girl 
They feel it moat when a body's out of work 
Still I got an odd job occasionally, and 
there's lots worse ofl than I am, I'm aorry 
to say."

In 
order that apeedy relief may be avoiloble, a 
subscription list will be opened at the 
Coi.o.MST oflioo this morning which every 
body ia invited to sign. Tho small sums will 
help juat as certainly as will the large. Each 
contribution wiil beacknowletlged to-morrow 
morning, and all the money collected will 
be turned over to tho Benevolent aooiety for 
immediate use.

Ifo.v. Mil. Daviu said that the bouoo 
need not bo surprised at tho eoiirae of Mr. 
Brown when it waa borne in mind that "no 
man can aorvo two masters," und it waa no 
doubt difficult for him to advocate provin- 
cial rights when the intoreata of hia niuators, 
tho Dominion government, were affdotod. 
He was surprised and pained to aeo that 
such was the case in this matter. Tho 
efforts of the government had been mot by 
artioloa in tho nowapapera ono of which 
waa under tho control of tho leader 
of tho ao-coUed independent party, in 
which tho contentions of tho government 
were described aa mere gabble, and those 
pupera had takon the poaition that the pro- 
vincial government wero bound to accept 
tho census returna, no matter how incor- 
rect, as tho basis for tho aubaidy of eighty 
cents per head to be paid under the terms 
of union. He felt he had been fully juatified 
in condemning tho course taken by Mr, 
Cotton and Mr. Brown as traitorous to tho 
community. They might at least have main- 
tained judicious silence, and refrained from 
furnishing weapons, as they had done, to 
those with whom the province was fighting. 
Ho did not think that the Dominion govern- 
montrcrjuired Mr. Brown toaotastheir advo 
cato in tho legislature because hohappeued to 
hold a position in their service, but rather 
felt confident they would think better of 
him if he would take an independent ptrt 
as tho representative of the city of Now 
Westminster. Tho cllorta of tho govern- 
ment to havo the oenaus roturna corrected 
had been belittled notwithstanding tho in- 
disputable fact that certain sections of the 
province had not been visited at all by the 
enumnratoiB. in some of tho other provinces 
a gentleman occupying tho relation of .Mr. 
Brown to tho Dominion (.(overument would 
not be allowed to ait in tho legislature, and 
though this province waa mure liberal tho 
privilege ahould not bo abused. When the 
Dominion uuthoritiea saw adopted audi 
directly unpatriotic methods as those of Mr. 
Cotton and Mr. Brown they naturally 
doubted that good reason for tho complaint 
of tho province existed. 

Mil. BuowN reproached tho Premier for 
making hia (Mr. Brown'a) somi-oHicial 
position under tho Dominion gov- 
ernment a ground for attack, and 
challenged him to point to one oinstanc 
where he had failed lo apeak for provinoial 
righta. Ho waa aorry Mr. Cotton was not 
here to defend himself, having been called 
away by a telegram the previous evening. 
He defended his statements with regard to 
the census returns, holding that the figures 
quoted by the government were wrong, be- 
oaose when he had gone to the Indian office 
to inquire inte them the gentleman there 
said, *' Oh pshaw I that is oouated teies t " 
and scored out 3,000 of the 11,000 Indians 
whoni the government claimed had not been 
countiid. 

Hos*. Mr. Davie ubilbunced that when 
the opportunity arrived he would deal 
with the many grossly inaccurate state- 
ments made by Mr. Brown in the course of 
his speech upon the addresa. 

The addresa was read a second and a third 
time and referred to the usual committee for 
presentation to His Honor, the Lieutenant 
Governor. . 

LODQERS' KELIKF BllJn 

Hon. Mk. Davie moved the seoond rsKd' 
iug of tho " Lodger's Relief Bill." Ho said 
in explanation that the law in this Province 
as in some other places allows not only the 
goods of a direct tenant, but also tboao of 
others who are upon hia premiaea as lodgers 
to bo seized for rent. This had ita origin in 
tho very tender manner in which tho law 
had looked upon tho righta of landlorda, but 
it ia found that auch aproviaiou ia no longer 
desirable. By thia bill proviaiun is mudo 
that tho landlorda shall not distrain upon 
auch goods, or in case of distraint provides 
for their roleado. 

Hon. Mk. Beaven favored tho principli 
of the bill, but said it was drawn in auch a 
manner that it would be difiioult of opera- 
tion. It ought to be simple. 

Bill read a second time ; to be committed 
to-morrow.

BEHBING SEA. 

U. S. Secreti^ry Gresham and British ^Inlstcr 
Pauncefote In Consultatlon-Tlie 
American Patrol. 

Washington, Jan. 22. — Secretary of 
State Gresham ia said to bo devoting most 
of his time to Bebring sea matters, and is in 
daily consultation with Sir Julian Faunco- 
fote, tho British minister. It is understood 
that great progreaa ia being mado in the 
negotiationa with Great Britain and that a 
new treaty embodying rogulationa aonie- 
what modified from those recommended by 
the arbitration tribunal will soon bo sent to 
the senate. It is stated that tho State de- 
partment has received promises of co-opera- 
tion from Russia and Japan in preventing 
tho wholesale slangliter of seals. If the 
present project is carried out, Russia, 
Japan, Great Britain and the United States 
will aend out patroling fleeta to prevent the 
capture of seal in the Hortb Paoifio and 
I3ehring aea during the isoming breeding 
scaaon. 

VAi.r.K.io, Cal., Jan. 22 —Naval advices 
received at Mare Island navy yard, slato 
that the U. B. ship Marion, now in tlio 
Asiatic station, bus been ordered to proceed 
to San Francisco immediately und prepare 
for a season's cruiao in Bohriug Sea. Tho 
same advices also state that tho U. S. 
cruisers Charleston, Detroit and Yorktown 
are assigned to the Pacific Eiiuadron. These 
vesaols, with tho ehips Adama, Alert, 
Mohican, Marion, Bear, Rush, Grant, 
Albatross and Columbia, will form the 
Behring Sea patrol fleet, commanded by 
either Cupt. Baker or Capt. Coffin, wit;h 
tho cruiser Philadelphia or Charleston as 
flagahip, provided that the Olympia ia not 
put into commiaaion before that date, 
which event aho would become tho Uagahip 
and her captain detailed aa senior oflioor.
